No-Picture 
Rule Old One 
U.S. Contends 


HOPE, Ark. (AP) - 
Alex 


Washburn, editor of the Hope 
Star, has renewed his attack 
on what he terms unnecessary 
federal spending. 


Washburn charged the gov- 


ernment Saturday with exercis- 
ing censorship of the press by 
prohibiting picture taking in the 
interior of the new House office 
building at Washington. 


He made the charge in a col- 


umn published in the Star. 


Washburn said a Washington 


source quoted the Capitol arch- 
itect's office as saying no pic- 
tures are allowed because there 
has been so much criticism of 
the structure. 


But the House speaker's of- 


fice, which has charge of the 
building, said picture ban is the 
result of an old rule designed to 
prevent photographers from ex- 
ploiting the Capitol and other 
federal buildings for publicity 
purposes. 


The rule has been in effect 


for decades, the speakers office 
said. A spokesman said news 
photographers 
would 
be 
al- 


lowed to take pictures of the 
building's interior on a spec- 
ified date after its completion. 


"Mounting public criticism of 


the $85 million super-new House 
building, the most 
expensive 


b u i l d i n g in the world, has 
caused Washingtonians to crack 
down with press censorship," 
Washburn wrote. 


He said his W a s h i n g t o n 


source told him that the cost of 
the building got out of control 
because House members were 
demanding individual treatment 
for each of their offices. 


"The public has got a right to 


see where its money goes," 
Washburn said. "As reporter 
for the public, the press has the 
right to photograph the build- 
ing's interior." 


Washburn said the press also 


has the right to demand that. 
the photographic ban be lifted 
He said he would take the issue 
to the floor of Congress if nec- 
essary. 


"Surely, even if the appeal of 


the press is denied, there is 
someone among the 435 mem- 
bers of the House who will rise 
and help strike down this wall 
of secrecy raised by the bureau- 
crats between the people and 
how their tax d o l l a r s are 
spent." 


Washburn said he discovered 


the ban when he attempted to 
obtain pictures of the interior 
of the building for publication 
in the Star. 


Washburn said his source told 


him that the Capitol architect's 


1 office said 
no pictures were 


available of the building's inter- 
ior and said it was forbidden to 
photographers. 


Washburn has been engaged 


in a running fight against what 
he terms unnecessary 
federal 


spending for several years. His 
most recent attack came sev- 
eral months ago when he edi- 
torialized against a new $500,- 


i 000 federal building-post office 


approved for Hope. 


He said that building was un- 


necessary and was not wanted 
by Hope residents. 
Petitions 


were circulated asking that ap- 
proval of the building be with- 
drawn. 


The General Services Admin- 


istration said 
plans for 
the 


structure had progressed too far 
to stop and said the matter was 


I closed. 


In his Saturday c o l u m n , 


Washburn said the fight against 
the Hope building was continu- 
ing "despite the fact that Rep 
Oren Harris, D-Ark. and the 
GSA have said the issue is 
closed." 


"Hope is not alone in federal 


profligacy, politics and tyranny 
I have discovered an almost 


. identical picture in Washing- 
' ton," Washburn wrote.

Total rain- 
fall was about half the normal 
level last year and the state suf- 
fered one of its worst forest fire 
losses. 


State Forester Fred Lang said 


Forestry personnel battled 75 
fires on 2,114 acres Saturday, 
and more than 50 fires on about 
1.000 acres Sunday. 


Worst hit Sunday was the 


Sheridan area, where 11 fires 
burned over 212 acres and de- 
stroyed two houses and an out- 
building. 


Lang said forestry personnel 


chased two carloads of teen- 
agers setting fires in the Moun- 
tain View area, where four fires 
burned 266 acres.

Program Set 
Up in State 


Friends of the University of 


Arkansas have embarked upon 
a program to raise matching 
funds 
in order to supplement 


the National Defense Student 
Loan Program. This is a pro- 
gram designed to help worthy 
students attended college. The 
Federal Government will put up 
$9.00 for every $1.00 raised by 
the University. 


A student may borrow up to 


$1,000.00 in one year and up to 
$5,000.00 for his entire college 
program. In order to be eligible 
for a loan, a person must be a 
ful toime student, has satisfac- 
tory scholarship in high school 
(a C plus average or better), 
show evidence of financial need 
in order to attend college and 
complete the proper application 
form. 


Special consideration will be 


given to superior students who 
are preparing to teach, study 
physical or 
biological science, 


mathematics, 
engineering, or 


modern foreign languages. How- 
ever, no students is disqualified 
because of his chosen field of 
study. 


A student must start repay- 


ment of the loan one year after 
he leaves college and the loan 
must be paid in full within ten 
years. Three per cent simple in- 
terest will be charged. 


The repaid money will remain 


with the University of Arkansas 
in a revolving fund and will be 
a continuous program that will 
enable students to borrow money 
for many years to come. 


Plans will be made known la- 


ter as to how the general public 
can contribute to this worthwhile 
program. In the meantime, it is 
well 
to remember 
this very 


worthwhile undertaking and that 
for every $5.00 raised $50.00 will 
be made available for college 
study for a worthy student.

Insurance Law 
in Arkansas 
Ruled Invalid

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court held 
today that Arkansas' 1963 insur- 
ance-tax investment law is un- 
constitutional. 


The ruling sustained Pulaski 


Chancellor Murray 0. 
Reed, 


who made a similar holding in 
a suit filed by two out-of-statc 
insurance companies. 


The law, Act 527, was declar- 


ed invalid because it did not re- 
ceive a three-fourths majority 
vote in the House of Representa- 
tives. 


Attorneys for the State Insur- 


ance Department argued that 
the measure did not require a 
three-fourths majority because 
it did not actually raise a tax. 
Amendment 19 to the Arkansas 
Constitution requires a three- 
fourths vote in both houses to 
increase any tax being levied 
in 1934. 


The insurance bill made a one 


half of one per cent increase in 
the premium tax 
of both 


insurance and fire and casualty 
companies, but provided that 
the firms did not have to pay 
the tax if they invested a speci- 
fied percentage of their cash re- 
servee in Arkansas businesses. 


It was this provision that the 


legislature hoped would clear 
the bill under Amendment 19. 


The bill which became Act 527 


was 
the 
most 
controversial 


matter in the 1963 Legislature. 
It passed the Senate easily, but 
ran into solid opposition in the 
House. 


Speaker Marion Crank first 


ruled that it would need three 
fourths majority, 75 votes, to 
pass. It was brought to a vote 
and failed. Later Crank revers- 
ed himself, holding that the 
measure needed only 51 votes, 
a bare majority, and it passed. 


The Supreme Court affirmed 


a second death sentence given 
Clarence Stewart Jr., a young 
Negro convicted in the slaying 
of a North Little Rock store- 
keeper. 


Stewart's first conviction was 


overturned by a federal court 
on grounds that Negroes were 
systematically 
excluded from 


the jury which tried him. 


The first conviction had been 


upheld 
by the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme Court. 


Stewart was convicted in the

The court ordered a new trial 


in a Hot Springs case in which 
Billy Huffman was ordered to 
pay $142 for damages to a city 
automobile and $9,000 for per- 
sonal injuries to Bobby Digby, 
a city patrolman, after Digby's 
car and Huffman's were involv- 
ed in an accident March 12, 
1962. 


The Supreme Court said that 


Garland Circuit Court erred in 
denying Huffman the right to 
file a counterclaim for damages 
to his car and in refusing to let 
attorneys for Huffman cross - 
examine Digby about why he 
had left city employment. 


Digby testified that he retired 


because of injuries suffered in 
the wreck. 


Li a Union County case, the 


Supreme Court held that a chan- 
cery judge has the right to issue 
an injunction prohibiting a per- 
son from committing a criminal 
offense. 


The ruling came in a case in 


which George C. James was 
fined $1,000 and sentenced to 180 
days in jail for striking his for- 
mer wife in the face after he 
had been enjoined by the chan- 
cery court from molesting her. 


He was convicted of assault 


and battery in criminal court 
and then brought before the 
chancellor, who assessed t h e 
heavy fine and jail sentence but 
suspended all but $200 of the 
fine. 


James argued that the chan- 


cellor had no right to enjoin him 
from committing assault and 
battery. 


The Supreme Court said it 


could not sustain this view be- 
cause, if it did, "a person de- 
siring to proceed or continue in 
violation of the law might be 
able to pay a maximum fine 
and thus make himself immune 
from a valid chancery court in- 
junction." 


A new trial was ordered in a 


Jackson County case in which 
the Arkansas Highway Commis- 
sion was ordered to pay $6,000 
for .08 acre of land taken for 
right of way from, the Jackson 
County Gin Co. 


The Supreme Court said the 


trial court erred in permitting 
owners of the gin company to 
testify about sale of the gin pro 
•perty in which the sale' price 
allegedly was reduced $10,000 as 
a result of the Highway De 
partment's condemnation suit. 


Taking of the land forced the 


company to move its scales, an 
expensive operation.

Case Refused 
by Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court refused today 
to review a decision that two 
private hospitals in Greensboro, 
N.C., 
that 
accepted 
federal 


funds for construction must de- 
segregate their staffs and facil- 
ities. 


The U.S. Circuit Court in 


Richmond, by 3-2 vote, upheld 
contentions by Negro doctors, 
dentists and patients that poli- 
cies of the hospitals violated 
the U.S. Constitution's prohibi- 
tions against racial discrimina- 
tion. 


The Circuit Court also de- 


clared 
unconstitutional a sec- 


tion of the Hill-Burton Act for 
federal financial aid for hospi- 
tal construction, which permit- 
ted separate but equal facilities 
for different races.

Court, appealed to the highest 
tribunal to reverse the deci- 
sions.

They reason that' in- 
dustry, labor, government, all 
realize that the stakes are now 
too high, the perils of a snow- 
balling downturn from current 
heights just too great, to let the 
economy falter. 


How 
things 
look today de-i 


pends on where you sit. For' 
many, the times are good and 
likely to get better. For a few, 
the 1960s are a growing disap- 
pointment—dimming chances of 
finding work, a widening gap 
between the affluent and the 
poor. For most, perhaps, the 
60s are still a tossup. 


A steel executive can say, 


"Steel has turned the corner 
and the outlook is on the bright- 
er side." Another can predict 
the cost of making steel will 
drop $30 to $40 a ton by 1970 
from today's average of $152, 
which might give foreign firms 
competition. 


An electric 
utilities spokes- 


man thinks "a period of strik- 
ing growth could be at hand." 
He sees last year's outlay of $3 
billion for expansion becoming 
$G billion a year by 1970. 


Makers of consumer goods 


count on an increasing popula- 
tion for larger markets. Mer- 
chants expect retail sales to go 
on climbing, but they fear com- 
petition will be rougher—maybe 
many small stores forced out of 


formations, 
is 
predicted 
to 


widen the demand tor new con- 
itruction and more appliances 
and services. 


But there's the rub. There 


will be ever more people to 
compete for each job and every 
dollar. 


There will be 13 million more 


candidates for jobs at the end 
of the decade than at the start. 
If jobs don't increase 
faster 


than they are increasing now, 
the unemployment rate will rise 
from 5.5 per cent to 7 per cent 
of the labor force. Thai's why

Pretty Picture 
of Economy 
Is Painted

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate-House Economic Com- 
mittee 
today 
predicted good 


times in 1964 as tax savings 
spread through the economy. 


But it cautioned that either 


prices hikes by private produc- 
ers or excessive budget cuts by 
the government could spoil the 
picture. 


And the Republican minority 


of the committee accused Pres- 
ident Johnson's administration 
of unduly heating up the econ- 
omy this election year, and thus 
risking a bust later. 


The committee of senators 


and House members presented 
its study of the President's an- 
nual economic report in two 
sharply 
contrasted 
sections, 


with the Republican criticism 
running almost three times as 
long as the majority document. 


The 
Democratic 
majority 


found 
special 
encouragement 


in the timing of the tax 
cut 


enacted last week, saying it 
"will accelerate an existing ex- 
pansion instaad of being called 
upon to counteract recession." 


The Democrats said Johnson 


has shown that economies can 
be made while still increasing 
spending on v i t a l national 
needs, 
and 
they 
especially 


praised defense economies. But 
they also said "an increase in 
unemployment is too great a 
price to pay for balancing the 
budget." 


The 
Republicans, 
accusing 


the administration of compiling 
"a dismal catalog of economic 
failures," 
said 
the 
economy 


was rebounding with the assist- 
ance of "the wise policies of the 
previous administration" when 
the Democrats took over in 1961 
so that subsequent prosperity 
is largely veneer. 


"In its anxiety to insure a 


particularly good economic per- 
formance in 1964, the Johnson 
administration...offers... an eco- 
nomic policy which, by its own 
admission, 
will heat 
up the 


economy this year more than 
three times greater than in any 
other peacetime year," the Re- 
publicans said. 


This policy, 
the 
minority 


charged, is "inviting inflation 
and other excesses," especially 
when 119 major collective bar- 
gaining contracts are up for re- 
newal and unions are seeking 
substantial wage increases. 


The 
Republicans 
concluded 


that "rather than cutting spend- 
ing—as he claims to have done 
—the President 
is increasing 


expenditures but at a less rapid 
rate than in recent years."

fuel tanks still nearly half full, 
apparently struck the mountain 
at full speed and exploded. De- 
bris and bodies were, strewn 
over a 2,000-yard area in the 
gully between Gamslahner and 
Glungezer peaks. 


The 75 passengers included 


73 Britons bound for a skiing 
holiday, an Austrian and a Ca- 
nadian. The airline,
